but himself if he is unable to obtajn |. 
enough fuel after snow flies. 

The country cannot produce enough 
eoai this year to go around. The mines 
cannot put out and the railroads can- 
not transport the 650, 000, 000 tons of 
bituminous coal required by the nation, 
as a result chiefly of the increased con- 
sumption of the war industries. The 
fue] administration estimates that not 
more than 690,000,000 tans can be pro- 
duced and transported. 


Shortage of Anthractte.. ‘ 


In addition there is a shortage of 
anthracite to meet increased demarmis, 
and as a result of this fact Illinois and 
other midwestern states will be allowed 
only 60 per cent of the hard coal con- 
sumed last year. It will be necessary 
to substitute midwestern soft coal for 
hard coal to a large extent, and, inas- 
much as it takes more bitiuminous than 
anthracite to: furnish the same degree 
of heat; householders should consult 
with theif dealers at orice upon the 
amount required. |
